Rules and Regulations 


INTERPRETATION 

1. These Rules and Regulations shall apply to and govern the 
“Edmonton Spring Live Stock Show,” to be held at Edmonton from and 
including the Thirty-First day of March A.D., 1920, to and including the 
Third Day of April, A.D., 1920, (herein called the “Show”) and during 
such Show and if the context so requires, before and after such Show, 
shall be consireded as always speaking. 

2. In these Rules and Regulations, unless there be something 
in the subject or context inconsistent therewith “Association” means the 
“Edmonton Exhibition Association Limited”; “Directors” means the 
Board of Directors for the time being of such Association; “Executive 
Committee” means the Executive Committee for the time being of such 
Directors; “Manager” means the manager for the time being of the 
Association; “Judge” means the person or persons appointed to decide 
an event; “Horse” means a stallion, mare or gelding over fourteen 
hands two inches in height; “Pony” means a stallion, mare or gelding 
not over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Cattle” means a bull, 
cow, steer, heifer or calf; “Animal” means horses or ponies, cattle, 
sheep, or swine; “Exhibitor” means any owner signing an entry form 
and the lessee, manager, agent, nominator, driver, rider, or servant 
of such owner; “Event” means any contest or exhibit or sale; words 
importing the singular number only include the plural number and 
vice versa; words importing the masculine gender only include the 
feminine gender; words importing persons include corporations. 

TRANSPORTATION ARRANGEMENTS 

2. An animal shipped by railway from any point in Western 
Canada, and duly entered for an event, should be billed to the exhibi¬ 
tion thereof at Edmonton in care of the Association, at the full single 
rate for such animal, and if such animal does not change ownership 
and a certificate thereto is obtained from the Manager, the railway trans¬ 
porting such animal to the Show will return the same free to the 
starting point. 

4. An Exhibitor should bill each animal to the “Edmonton Exhi¬ 
bition Grounds” instead of to Edmonton, in order to save delay in 
switching. 

5. The Association undertakes to pay all local switching charges. 

ENTRIES 

6. Entries for the horses, sheep, swine, fat stock and calf feeding 
competition closes at 5 p.m. on March 15th, 1920. 

.7. Every person desiring to enter any animal for an event shall 
cause the entry form and agreement therein provided by the Association 
for such purpose, to be signed by the owner or his duly authorized 
agent, and shall cause to be paid such fees as are specified in the pub¬ 
lished conditions for such event; and such owner or his agent as afore-

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said shall set out in such form all the particulars relating to the event 
and to the animal being entered as is called for therein, and shall also 
at the same time or at any time thereafter produce such proof in support 
of the truth of such particulars as the Manager shall require. 

8. The Association will not accept a conditional entry, or one that 
has been mailed or is postmarked or tendered after the date and hour 
of closing for entries, as set out in Clause 6 hereof, provided that the 
Executive Committee may extend the time for entry to be made in any 
event. 

9. Unless otherwise stipulated in the published conditions, and 
except for special prizes, no animal, except a horse or pony shown in 
harness or under the saddle, shall be shown or exhibited in more than 
one event and no animal not having been awarded a first or second 
prize can be shown or exhibited for a championship event. 

10. In all breeding classes, exhibitor must give name of animals, 
Canadian registered numbers, date of birth, color, sex, name and num¬ 
ber of sire, name and number of dam, and name of breeder on entry 
blank at time of entry. The registration certificates of pure-breds 
(registered in the name of the exhibitor) must be produced to the 
judge or manager when demanded. A statement of breeding signed 
by the breeder must be produced in the case of pure-bred steers, 
wethers, and barrows, when demanded. This statement must give 
the name and record number of the sire and dam. 

AGE OF HORSES 

11. The age of each horse must be stated on the form of entry, 
and in all cases the age is to be reckoned from the first day of January 
of the year in which it is foaled. 

MEASUREMENT 

12. Horses and Ponies shall be measured by such persons as the 
Executive Committee appoints, in the shoes in which such horses and 
ponies come on the premises of the Association, and such measurement 
shall be taken as correct, unless the judge of the event in which such 
horses or ponies are entered shall direct re-measurements to be made 
by some veterinarian appointed by the Executive Committee, and the 
result of such re-measurement shall be accepted by the Exhibitor as 
conclusive proof thereof; and in case such re-measurement shows that 
such horses or ponies were not qualified for entry in the event in which 
the same had been entered, then such Exhibitor and such horses and 
ponies shall not be entitled to any award; provided that the above 
disqualification shall not apply to cases where only one horse or pony 
of a pair or two of a four-horse-team, or three of a six-horse-team 
shown or exhibited in a subdivision of a horse or pony event does not 
exceed half an inch under, or half an inch over, the height prescribed 
by the published conditions for such subdivided event in which such 
pair is entered, but this proviso shall not qualify any horse or pony 
that is not within the qualifications prescribed hereby or by such 
published conditions, for any single harness horse or pony event for 
which said horse or pony is not properly qualified. 

DUTIES OF EXHIBITORS 

13. No animal or exhibitor shall be decorated with medals or prize 
ribbons until after the awards have been made in the respective events 
in which such animal is shown or exhibited. 

14. Every Exhibitor shall, either by himself or by some person 
appointed by him in his place, be in charge of any animal shown or 
exhibited in any event, and such exhibitor or such appointed person 
shall be in attendance, neatly and properly dressed, accompanied by the

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animal to be shown or exhibited, at the place appointed by the Directors 
for the event in which such animal is to be exhibited or shown, at least 
thirty minutes before the time appointed by the Manager for the holding 
of such event. 

15. Every animal shall be shown uncovered, and in such manner 
as the Judges may require. 

PARADES 

16. A feature of the Show of special interest and educational 
value will be the stock parades, at times and places to be designated by 
the management. Due notice will be given of the times and places 
for the forming and movement of these parades. Any exhibitor who 
fails to co-operate with the management by not previously arranging 
for leaders for their animals to take part in the parade, or who does not 
comply promptly with the directions given by the Superintendent, will 
forfeit all or such portion of any prizes awarded to him as the manage¬ 
ment may see fit to withhold, and such other penalties imposed as the 
Board of Directors may elect. 

AUTHORITY OF JUDGES 

17. The Directors shall be at liberty for cause, or in their uncon¬ 
trolled discretion, and without giving any reason therefor, to bar any 
exhibitor any any animal from participating in, or competing, or con¬ 
tinuing to participate or compete in any event; and also cause any such 
exhibitor and any such animal to be removed from off the premises of 
the Association. 

18. Every animal shall be produced by the Exhibitor thereof at 
such times and at such places, and for such purposes, and shown, 
exhibited or paraded for such time and in such manner as the Manager 
or Judge shall direct, and any refusal of such Exhibitor to obey such 
directions shall be construed as cause for such Manager or Judge to 
exercise the like powers which are hereby vested in such Manager or 
Judge as are vested in the Directors by Clause 17 hereof. 

19. Every animal entered or offered for entry in any event shall 
be subject to such examinations at such times and places and by such 
veterinarians as the Manager appoints. 

20. Where the total number of exhibitors in any event is less than 
three the Executive Committee shall be at liberty to amalgamate such 
event with any other event of the like character; and where there is 
only one exhibitor in an event, or where the Judge is of the opinion 
that the animals exhibited do not justify an award, such Judge may 
withhold the awarding of any award for the same. 

21. The Judge of any event may, if he deems it necessary in 
order to make an award, ride or drive any horse or pony being shown 
or exhibited in such event, and such Judge may, if of the opinion that 
any horse or pony being shown or exhibited is not sufficiently under 
control, bar such horse or pony from further showing or exhibiting in 
such or any other event. 

FRAUDULENT FRACTICE 

22. If any exhibitor be guilty of any fraudulent practice or shall 
conspire with another person for the commission of, or shall connive 
with any other person for the commission of any corrupt or fraudulent 
practice in relation to any event, or shall show or exhibit an animal 
not properly entered, or shall administer or cause to be administered a 
drug or stimulant internally or by hypodermic method, prior to or dur¬ 
ing any event, or who shall use or cause to be used appliances, electri- 
cacl or mechanical, other than the ordinary whip or spur, during any 
event, shall be disqualified by the Judge from further participating in

the event in which such offence occurs, and such Judge may also exer¬ 
cise all the powers given to a Judge under Clause 18 hereof. 

23. Any exhibitor who shall at any time or at any place attempt 
to interfere with or influence any Judge or any official of any event, or 
of the Association, or who shall at any time on the premises of the 
Association be intoxicated or use improper language to any such Judge 
or official, or to any of the public resorting to such premises, or refuses 
to accept any award made by a Judge shall, at the discretion of the 
Manager, forfeit any award already made to him, and the Manager 
may, with like discretion, exercise all the powers given to the Directors 
under Clause 17 hereof. 

STABLING 

24. The Association shall supply to each exhibitor, free of charge 
therefor, such stabling room and water on the premises of the Associa¬ 
tion for the entered animals of such exhibitor as the Manager shall 
consider sufficient for such purpose. 

RISK 

25. Every exhibitor shall be deemed to be in full charge of and 
responsible for, and the Association shall not be liable for any loss to 
any such animal or for injury or damage thereto, from the time that 
such animal commences to be transported to the premises of the Asso¬ 
ciation until such animal is delivered thereon, and every animal on the 
premises of the Association shall be deemed to have been placed there¬ 
on at the risk of the exhibitor, and the same shall remain at the risk 
of the exhibitor, the Association shall not be liable for the loss of any 
such animal or for injury or damage thereto, notwithstanding such 
loss, injury or damage arises through or by negligence of the Associa¬ 
tion or any of its officers, servants or agents. 

DECISIONS FINAL 

26. A Judge shall have uncontrolled power to decide all questions 
as to the winner of any event over which such Judge presides and the 
awarding of the award thereof, and the decision of such Judge of any 
such questions shall be final, and there shall be no recourse therefrom. 

27. Any person who shall attempt to interfere with or influence 
the Judges while in the discharge of their duties, or who shall refuse

The 
Judges are particularly requested to report any breach of this rule. 

PROTESTS 

28. Without restricting any other provisions of these rules and 
regulations and subject to the proviso in this clause contained, wherever 
it is directed that any act, matter, thing, award, decision or determina¬ 
tion shall be in the discretion of the Manager, Judge, Executive Com¬ 
mittee or Association, or any person, or a Manager, Judge, Executive 
Committee or Association, or any person is authorized or empowered to 
do any act, matter or thing, or make any award, decision or determina¬ 
tion, the same shall be in the sole, full, absolute and uncontrolled 
discretion of such Manager, Judge, Executive Committee, Association 
or other person, and shall be final and conclusive, and there shall be no 
recourse therefrom; provided that in cases where questions arise as to 
an animal being eligible for an event, an exhibitor may, within twenty- 
four hours after the rendering of a decision in respect thereof, deposit

GENERAL REGULATIONS 

1. Open to boys or girls over nine and under seventeen years of 

age. 

2. One or more entries may be made from one family or farm, 
but each competitor may make only one entry in each class. 

3. In making entry, the name, address and date of birth of the 
competitor must be furnished. 

4. The date of birth of the animal erftered, name and registered 
number of sire and breed, must be given. 

5. Parents, guardians or employers must certify that the boy 
or girl making entry is over nine and under seventeen years of age 
at the time of the Edmonton Spring Live Stock Show, March 29th to 
April 3rd, 1920, and must also certify to the age of the animal exhibited. 
(No entry accepted without this information.) 

6. In the Calf Feeding Competition the competitors must have 
fed, cared for and fitted the animal from the 1st of January, 1920, 
and must personally exhibit the animal in the show ring at the Ed¬ 
monton Spring Live Stock Show, March 29th to April 3rd, 1920, when 
judged or paraded. 

7. In the Sheep and Swine Feeding Competitions, the competitors 
must have fed, cared for and fitted their entries from the 1st of Febru¬ 
ary, 1920, and must personally exhibit the animal in the show ring 
at the Edmonton Spring Live Stock Show when required. 

9. Entries in the Calf, Sheep and Swine Competitions are also 
eligible to compete in the Fat Stock classes. 

NOTE:—Those making entries in the Children’s Competitions will 
receive the same assistance in the matter of freight as is given to 
those making entries in the other departments of the Edmonton Spring 
Show. 

If desired, the Edmonton Exhibition Association will undertake 
the marketing of the animals entered after the show is over.

18. The Association shall be entitled to retain in addition to the 
entry fee, three per cent. ( 3 %) of the amount realized from the sale 
of each animal. 

19. Any Bull failing to bring a bid of at least $75 shall not be sold. 

20. At every sale* each bid shall be an offer by the person 

making the same of the price for the animal put up for sale, and such 
offer shall be deemed accepted by the fall of the hammer of the 
auctioneer, and thereupon a contract of sale shall be created. 

21. No person shall retract a bid after the hammer falls. 

22. Entries may be withdrawn up to date of the clase of entries 
by notifying the Secretary, the privilege of withdrawing an animal 
after the closing of entries shall rest solely with the Committee of 
Management, and shall be exercised if necessary in the sale ring. The 
entry fees for animals which are afterwards withdrawn or cancelled 
shall be forfeited to the Association.

TUBERCULIN TEST 

25. All Bulls sold through the sale ring to be shipped to British 
Columbia points will be required to pass the Tuberculin Test; in the 
event of an animal re-acting the seller hereby authorizes the Secretary 
to refund the amount of purchase price to the purchaser, the animal 
again becoming the property of the seller. 

26. Bulls which have been tested for tuberculosis can have it 

announced by the auctioneer at the sale providing they produce certifi¬ 
cate. 

MANAGEMENT OF SALE 

27. The Secretary or such other person as he appoints, shall have 
power to receive payments for the purchase price for the sale of any 
animal, and to give receipts for the same, and the Secretary shall remit 
such amounts so received by him or such appointed person, less the 
proper charges and expenses of the Association in connection with such 
animal, to the exhibitor thereof within three weeks after the date of the 
sale, provided that if any dispute shall arise as to the proper exhibitor 
or person to whom such payment shall be made, the Secretary shall, 
in his discretion, deal with the same as he thinks best.

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28. "he Committee of Management may in their discretion and 
without assigning any cause therefor, withdraw an animal from a sale 
at any time. 

29. The Committee of Management shall have power, in their 
discretion, and without assigning any reason therefor, to change the 
terms of any sale, or to cancel the sale of any animal before delivery 
thereof, in the manner provided by clause 38 hereof. 

30. Every bull entered shall be in sound health and free from 
physical defects and proved to be a reliable breeder during the previous 
season if he has been tried. 

31. A bull not properly entered v/ill not be allowed on the premises 
of the Association. 

32. Culling—A committee will be appointed to cull all inferior 
animals at point of sale. 

33. Every care will be exercised by the Management to prevent 
injury to or loss of property and |o insure the prompt collection and 
delivery of animals at the proper destination, but the Association acting 
only as a medium between buyer and seller, will not be responsible 
for any loss or damage that may occur, nor for any stock mis-sent, 
whether through negligence on the part of its officers or servants or not. 

RISKS

34. Every contributor shall be deemed to be in full charge of and 
responsible for, and the Association shall not be liable for any loss to 
any animal or for injury or damage thereto, from the time that such 
animal is delivered thereon, and every animal on the premises of the 
Association shall be deemed to have been placed thereon at the risk 
of the contributor, and the same shall remain at the risk of the con¬ 
tributor until the animal is sold, when the same shall remain on such 
premises at the risk of the purchaser, and in either case the Association 
shall not be liable for the loss of any such animal or for injury or 
damage thereto, notwithstanding such loss, injury or damage arises 
through or by the negligence of the Association or any of its officers, 
servants or agents. Insurance against loss by fire should be taken out 
by owner if thought advisable. 

CATALOGUE AND ORDER OF SALE 

35. Breeds to be sold in rotation alphabetically, and the first 
breed sold at a sale shall be sold last at the next. 

36. At the 1920 sale, breeds will be sold in the following order: 
Hereford, Shorthorn, Aberdeen Angus, Red Polled, Holstein, Jerseys, 
Ayrshire. The sale to be conducted as follows: 1st, 18 months and 
under 24 months; and, 24 months and under 36 months; 3rd, under 18 
months; 4th, over 36 months. 

CONDITIONS TO PURCHASERS 

37. The purchase price on any sale must be paid within one-half 
hour of the sale of the animal sold, and if any purchaser fails to so pay 
such purchase price, the Committee of Management shall have power to 
resell such animal not paid for in such manner, and at such times as 
such Committee of Management deems best, and in the event of any 
loss arising from such resale, the purchaser making default herein 
contemplated shall pay to the Association the amount of such loss, 
together with such expenses as the Association may be put to therefrom. 

38. The purchaser of an animal shall not be entitled to have the 
same delivered to him until payment in full has been made therefor and 
an order signed by the Secretary for the delivery of such animal to 
such purchaser has been presented to and left with the Stable Superin¬ 
tendent, together with a receipt for such animal duly signed by the 
purchaser. 

39. If any dispute arises between two or more bidders, such 
dispute shall be settled by the auctioneer, whose decision shall be final, 
provided that the auctioneer may refuse to decide such dispute, and in 
such case the auctioneer shall be at liberty to declare all bids off, and 



shall thereupon offer for re-sale the animal over which such dispute 

arose. 

40. The seller is the responsible party for all representations 
which the Committee of Management in no way guarantees, but will 
endeavor to have correct. The owner’s statement is the owner’s re¬ 
sponsibility. In case typographical or other errors are discovered, the 
auctioneer will announce them, and a memorandum of such corrections 
shall take precedence over the printed matter in the catalogue. Buyers 
are therefore cautioned to pay attention to the auctioneer’s announce¬ 
ments. 

41. Purchasers must take charge of any bull purchased and 
shipped as soon as the Association car reaches the destination of such 
animals. Animals not to be shipped by rail must be taken care of by 
the purchaser immediately after the sale. 

42. The purchaser of an animal at the sale will be given ten days 
after the last day of sale within which to file with the Secretary claim 
on account of any erroneous information respecting such animal that 
may appear in the catalogue. 

TRANSPORTATION 

43. The contributor will be required to pay incoming freight 
charges to Edmonton, but the Association undertakes to pay all local 
switching charges. 

44. Sellers will be required to supply all necessary hay and grain 
for animals until and including the last day of the sale. Any con¬ 
tributor found guilty of neglecting to attend to an animal entered by 
him as herein provided may be excluded from participating in future 
sales held by this Association. Baled hay and straw will be sold on the 
grounds. Stabling and water supplied free. Sellers or their agents 
will be required to take charge of their animals immediately upon 
arrival at point of sale, have the animals brought to the grounds, remain 
in attendance upon them until and including the last day of the sale, 
and, subject to the directions of the Secretary, be responsible for their 
delivery into the hands of the proper purchaser at point of sale. 

45. The Association will take charge of all animals to be shipped 
by rail on the morning after the sale, and will feed, water and load the 
animals on the cars, but the seller must water and feed his entries the 
evening of the last day of the sale, the Association taking charge next 
morning, but it is distinctly understood that the risk will remain with 
the purchaser, who may perform this service if he wishes. 

46. The Association will pay the freight from Edmonton on 
animals purchased at the sale to the purchaser’s nearest railway station 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan, and British Columbia, mainland points on the 
following basis: Points not over 50 miles by rail, $4.00 per head, points 
between 50 and 100 miles $5.00, points between 100 and 200 miles 
$6.00, points between 200 and 350 miles $8.00 per head, and one dollar 
per head for each additional 50 miles or fraction thereof. 

47. Every person who contributes an animal to the sale, and 
everyone who bids at the sale by so doing agrees to the foregoing terms 
and conditions as printed on the form of application. 

PURCHASE OF BULLS 

48. The Secretary is prepared to purchase bulls for persons 

unable to attend the sale personally. The greatest care will be used in 
executing such orders in accordance with instructions given by the 
purchaser, and no charge will be made for this service. A purchaser 
should send marked cheque for the amount he is willing to pay. Proper 
refund will be made if a suitable animal can be purchased for less than 
the amount sent. i
